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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. Claims 1-2 and 4-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1-2, 4-24, the prior art references fail to disclose, teach or 
suggest an airbag inflator particularly comprising a housing, which is axially expandable. 
This structure in combination with other structures as recited in claim 1 defines over 
prior art of record. 

With respect to claims 25-43, the prior art references fail to disclose, teach or 
suggest an airbag inflator particularly comprising: a flexible housing comprising 
corrugated metal and being perforated with exit ports, and a membrane positioned 
within the housing, the membrane defining a combustion chamber, and combustible 
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material positioned within the membrane. These structures in combination with other 
structures as recited in claims 25 and 43 define over prior art of record.
